Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. §1,132 

I, Betsy Butke, a person skilled in the art of hydraulic lubricants do hereby declare: 

1. I, Betsy Butke, have been employed by the Lubrizol. Corporation as a chemist 
since 1980. I obtained a M.S. from The Cleveland State University in 1988 
in the field of chemistry and have 27 years experience in research in the 
preparation and formulation of additives for use in lubricants and hydraulic 
fluids. 

2. The inventor Donald Clason has retired and I am responsible for a number of 
projects instigated by Donald Clason. One of the projects includes the tech- 
nology associated with the present invention. 

3. The examples prepared under the supervision of Don Clason and presented in 
the declaration submitted for this case on October 11, 2007 all used the same 
dispersant in their formulations. The dispersant used is a nitrogen free dis- 
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persant identical to that described in the specification on page 16, lines 18-20 
in Example 1 . The dispersant is prepared from the reaction of a polyisobu- 
tenyl succinic anhydride and pentaerythritoL This detail on the dispersant 
was inadvertently left out of the October 1 1^** declaration.
